• Wondering about ail of those red-rib¬ 
boned trees around town? It’s for Red Rib¬ 
bon Week which is-this week, of course. 
You read about it in last week’s paper. The 
reason for the red ribbons is to remind 
everyone not to ingest drugs of any kind. 


Beware the "Red Savina." The hotness 
of peppers is measured by "Scoville heat 
units," higher being hotter. The "Red Savina" 
measures 300,(XK) to 4(X),(XX) units while the 
spicy serrano measures a mere 7000 to 25,000 
units on the same scale. For comparison, the 
jalapeno (about as hot as I care to tolerate) 
measures only 3500 to 4500 units while Thai 
pepper gets up to 70,000 to 80,000 units. 

How did this pepper come to be? Frank 
Garcia Jr. was plowing his field of habaneras 
when he notic^ one distinctly redder fruit 
standing out among the usual orange ones. He 
collected the pod, planted the seeds, began 
growing the new variety and, in time, re¬ 
ceived '?l plant patent on "Red Savina." 

Two of these landmark plants are now 
on display in the greenhouse for visitors to 
see. Once again we marvel at how human 
initiative and the wonder of nature combine to 
propagate a mutation of a standard plant into 
a new variety.

Dear Dr. Taml, 

I have a rabbit with overgrown front teeth. I 
need to trim them about every six to eight 
weeks. Is this normal? 

Rabbits and rodents have teeth that grow 
continuously. They are normally kept short 
through wearing by opposing teeth. If the 
teeth are misaligned then they won't wear 
properly and will over grow. If left 
untrimmed they can penetrate oral tissues 
causing pain and infection. Most owners will 
notice their j^abbit not eating or drooling. It 
Is important to check their teeth regularly to 
make sure that they are being worn properly 
and don't need trimming.

1 think that one of 
the great odd jobs of the 
20th century would be 
to play a famous TV 
clown and have 
thousands of kids tune 
you in every day Just to 
laugh at all your silly 
shenanigans. Well, 
that’s what clown 
creator Larry Harmon 
got to do. He was the 
creator, producer and 
often the talent for Bozo 
the Clown. 

Harmon began his 
syndicated version in 
1959. It was set in a 
"big top circus" 
atmosphere and featured 
Bozo, his Ringmaster, 
and various other 
looney characters. 
Harmon also developed 
the character into a 
successful library of 
cartoon films featuring 
Bozo and his sidekick, 
"Butchy Boy." Any TV 
station that wanted to 
have the Bozo Show on 
its line-up had to also 
agree to run the Bozo 
cartoons and have their 
Bozo be personally 
trained by the original 
Bozo, Harmon himself. 

By 1966 Bozo was 
on over 70 stations. 
Half of them carried 
Harmon’s own syndi¬ 
cated version, but the 
other half used their 
own Bozos. One of the 
most popular versions 
of the show was an 
hour-long version on 
WGN-TV out of Chica¬ 
go called "Bozo’s 
Circus." 


Out here in Los 
Angeles, our Bozo was 
first carried on KTLA, 
channel 5. Strangely 
enough, the show’s set 
was not built on a sound 
stage, but outside, in 
the parking lot! I 
attended the show as a 
member of the studio 
audience and I remem¬ 
ber that we sat in 
bleachers, with the sun 
in our faces. I don’t 
know what the heck 
they did when it rained? 

A couple of final 
trivia facts about Bozo 
and Larry Harmon.... 
While traveling through 
the jungles of New 
Guinea with cannibals, 
and floating down the 
Amazon River alongside 
head-hunters, Larry 
Harmon supposedly 
wore his Bozo costume 
as a test to see if he 
could survive these 


harsh environments 
dressed as Bozo. 
Apparently he did, 
because he came back 
to the States and while 
mongering over Lxirry 
Harmon Pictures, he co¬ 
sponsored a contest 
called "Bozo Bonkers 
for Books," which 
offered a $10,000 
scholarship bond as a 
first prize. The idea was 
to get kids excited about 
reading books, with the 
public libraries giving 
moral support. 

An eight-year-old 
from Indiana wound up 
winning the prize from 
a drawing of nearly 
30,000 entries 
nationwide. 

So, in closing, do 
you remember what 
Bozo always used to say 
at the end of his show? 
"Keep laughing!" Bye 
for now. boys and girls!
